An outbreak of plague occurred in the Chinese quarter of Swatow 
about April 1, 1915. To April 17, 10 cases, of which 8 were pneumonic, 
were notified. The cases occurred in one family in a locality near 
the Chinese maritime customs house. The origin of the outbreak 
has not been determined. 

Plague, mainly of the bubonic type, was reported, April 19, to bo 
present in villages in the vicinity of Swatow.
